Council Decides to Install 
Iron Removal Plant 
At WUl 


MORRISVILLE. Sept. 19 — Two 
plans were subm itted to Borough 
Council, last night, by W illard S. 
Curtin, borough solicitor, and coun­ 
cil was asked to adopt one for the 
operation of the proposed sewage 
system and disposal plant. 
Under the first system, the Lease 
Back system , the authority would 
have the sewage system construct­ 
ed and then lease it to the borough. 
The borough, in turn, would levy 
and collect the rates for individual 
users and pay a regular rental to 
the authority which then pays off 
the bond Issue. 
Under the second plan the a u - 1 
thority would have com plete charge I 
of the entire system.
